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Christmas Story 


Christmas vacation starts next 
week and Audubonites will join 
with people throughout the world 
in commemorating the birth of 
Jesus Christ. 

The birth of the Saviour dates 
back some 2,000 years. It was 
revealed to the Virgin Mary by 
the Archangel Gabriel that she 
would bear the son of God, “...

Several months later a census, 
for taxing purposes, was taken 
and each was to travel to the 
city of his birth, which for St.

_ Joseph, was therefore not the 
place of His birth, but Bethlehem. 

Imagine, if you will, the con- 
gestion and confusion of thou- 
sands of people traveling at the 
same time. Rooms were scarce. 
In fact, so scarce that Mary and 
Joseph were indeed fortunate to 


_ find refuge in a stable. Here the 


Christ Child was born. On that 
night the shepherds, watching 
their flocks, were greeted by a 
multitude of angels who an- 
nounced, “Today is born unto you 
a Saviour .. . you will find the 
infant wrapped in swaddling 


clothes and laid in a manger.” 
And so it was. 

During His early childhood 
there, He was visited by the three 
Wise Men. This represented His 
manifestation to the world. They 
brought gifts, symbolic also. 
Gold, symbolizing His kingship, 
frankincense His divinity, and 
myrrh His death. This visit is 
on January 6 and in some times 
referred to as “Little Christmas” 
or the Epiphany. 

The birth of Jesus brought joy 
the world over and its com- 
memoration continues to bring 
happiness in each Christmas 
season. Incidentally the word 
Christmas is an elision of two 
words: Christ’s Mass, which was 
an especially splendrous Holy 
Mass celebrated by early Chris- 
tians on a special day to com- 
memorate Christ’s birth. Xmas is 
a further shortening for X is the 
capital Greek Letter, the first 
letter of the name of Christ in 
Greek, Xristos. 

Decorating the Christmas tree, 
exchanging of gifts and a big 
Christmas dinner combine _ to 
make this season truly festive. 
The staff of the Quill extends a 
Merry Christmas and a Happy 
New Year to all Audubonites.

Bus Committee Calls 
For Student Action 


Because of continued poor bus 
manners on the part of some 
Audubonites, and because re- 
sponsible Audubonites saw a 
need for action, a special bus con- 
duct committee composed of 
members of both Councils, Fal- 
cons and Cardinals, composed a 
Resolution on Bus Conduct which 
was introduced to all pupils Mon- 
day, December 5 by Falcon Pres- 
ident Arthur Schultz. 

After sacrificing four lunch 
periods during which they met, 
discussing the problem with 
Boys’ Vice-Principal Mr. Dale 
Trowbridge, carrying on discus- 
sions in their various organi- 
zations, and working to perfect 
the language of the resolution, 
the representative group of four- 
teen Audubonites obtained ap- 
proval of Senior Council, Junior 
Council, Falcons and Cardinals 
before presenting their ideas to 
the student body. The group felt 
that bus conduct would eventual- 
ly improve because of their ef- 
forts. 

Content Described 

The Resolution on Bus Conduct 
outlined five rules for courteous 
conduct. Briefly, they dealt with 
remaining seated, keeping voices 
down to a conversational level, 
disposing of trash correctly, elim- 
ination of spitting on the bus, 
and using tickets only as pre- 
scribed on the bus book. The res- 
olution further stated that dis- 
ciplinary action which could in- 
volve suspension from _ school 
would result for those who con- 
tinued to violate the rules.

Chanukah Story 


Chanukah, the “festival of 
lights”, commemorates the first 
fight for religious freedom. The 
story of Chanukah is set in Pal- 
estine (the present day Israel) 
in 165 B.C., when a cruel Syrian 
king named Antiochus ruled the 
land. He ordered the Jews to give 
up their religion and worship the 
gods of the Syrians. 


But there were many in the 
land who refused to desert their 
heritage. Prominent in this op- 
position was Mattathias, a citi- 
zen of the town of Modin. It was 
in this town that, one day, a Sy- 
rian soldier ordered the villagers 
to bow down to an idol that had 
been built in the town square. 
And then the action began. 

With Mattathias as their lead- 
er, the Jews of Modin fled to the 
hills and fought in small bands, 
using guerrilla warfare. The ar- 
my began to grow, but Matta- 
thias was an old man and soon 
died. His son, Judah the Macca- 
bee, became the leader of the 
forces. 


After a long and bitter war, 
the victorious Maccabeean troups 
entered Jerusalem. Upon arriv- — 
ing, they marched to the temple, 
only to find it littered with the 
idols and burnt sacrifices of the 
Syrians. They began to prepare 
the synagogue for a re-dedica- 
tion ceremony. (The literal trans- 
lation of the word Chanukah is 
“te-dedication”.) Finding only a 
small amount of oil for the Eter- 
nal Light, which should burn 
continually in a synagogue, they 
sent out for more. But then a 
miracle took place; the tiny flask 
of oil, expected to have only 
lasted for one day, sufficed for 
a full eight days until more oil 
could be obtained. To commem- 
orate this happening, Jews all 
over the world light the eight 
candled “menorah.” 


From December 13 to Decem- 
ber 22, the holiday of Chanukah 
is celebrated this year. Chanukah 
is one of the most joyous holi- 


days on the Jewish calendar, and 
well it should be!
